Correspondence Between Mr. 
Blaine and Premier Rudini. 

AN IMPORTANT DOCUMENT. 



on the \>« Orleans Affair Not to 
Ke Hurried aiul the ts*W Will Take Its 
Conrse Notwithstanding Italy's Im- 
patience. 

Washington, April 16. — Secretary 
BJaine's reply to 1 render Rudini's last 
otsjcial utterance respecting the Italian 
intndflnt was completed and banded to 

Marquis Imperiali' yeei/vday. Mar uis 
Imperiali's last note, which Includes 
the Rudini dispatch, and Secretary 
Blaine s reply were g ven to the pres . 
last night. The correspondence reads 
r>- follows: 

"Washinoton, April 2, 1881. 
"Mr. Secretary of State: 

•*I hasten to acitnowledge the receipt 
of the note which your excellency did 
me the honor to address tome on the 1st 
inst, in reply to that whereby Ha i on 
Fava informed you of his departure on 
leave. 

"j ha e laid the contents of your ex 
c lienor's afore— id note before the gov- 
ernment of the king, and his excellency, 
the president of the conn il. his ma 
jesty s minister for foreign affairs has 
,,ust diiected me to address the foil w- 
ing communication to you: -The gov- 
eminent i.f the King of Italy I as asked 
nothing t>eyon I the prompt institution 
of judkia proceedings through th • reg- 
ular channels. It wouid have be en ab- 
surd to i laim the punishment of the 
guilt v parties without the warrant of a 
regul'nr judgment. The Italian govern- 
ment now repeats the same « man I 
Nut until the Federal government shall 
have explicitly declared that the afore- 
said proceedings ?hall be promptly be- 
gun, can the diplomatic incident be con- 
sidered as closed. 

"Meanwhile his ma esty's government 
takes note of tl.e declaration whereby 
the F ederal governm nt recognises that 
an indemnity is due to the families of 
the victims in virtue of the treaty in 
force between the two countries. 

"] have therefore the honor to bring 
the foregoing to the know edge of vour 
excellency, and I avail myself ot this 
occasion to O'Ter you, Mr. Secretary of 
State, the assurances of mv highest and 
most respectful consideration. 

"IMPERIAL!." 

"Washington, April 1!, is«l. 
"The Maninia Imperiali, Charge d' Af- 
faires: 

••Sir— I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your note dated 
Thursday, April 2. lhill. It contains 
a lex ond telegram from the Marquis 
Kndini. a pa.t of which I here quote: 
'The government of the King of Italy 
has asked nothing I eyound the prompt 
institution of judicial proceedings 
thiough the regular channels It would 
have been absurd to claim 
the punishment of the guilty 
parties without the warrant of a regular 
judgment lbs Italian government 
now repeats me same demand. Not 
until the Federal government shall have 
explicit y declared that the aforesaid 
proceedings shall be jromptly begun 
can ti e diplomatic incident Le con id- 
ered as closed.' 

"This Loveminent certainly had no 
desire whatever to change the meaning 
of the Marquis Hndini's telegram of 
March 84. It was delivered at the state 
department by 1 aron Fava in person, 
written in his own hand and expre.-sed 
in the F.nglish language. The follow- 
ing is the full te\t of th • telegram: 

"RomkT March 24, 1891. 
"Italian Minister, Washington. 

•'Our requests to the F ederal govern- 
ment are very simple. >onie Italian 
subjects, acquitted oy the American 
magistrates, have leen inurd red in 
prison while under the immediate pro- 
tection of the authorities. 'L>u> right 
therefore to demand and obtain the 
punishment of the murderers and an in- 
demnity for the victims is unquestion- 
able.' 

"1 wish to add that the public opinion 
in Italy is justly impatient, and if con- 
crete provisions were not at once taken 
I should find myself in the painful 
necessity of showing openly our dissatis- 
faction by recalling the minister of his 
majesty from a country where he is 
unable to obtain justice. Kudim." 

"The words 'v ur rights therefore to 
demand and obtain the punishment of 
the murderers and an indemnity for the 
victims is inquestionable, are precisely 
those which 1 quoted in my former note, 
and I am directed by the president to 
express the satisfaction of this govern- 
ment with the very material i.ualifka- 
tion of the demand niadehy the Marquis 
Kudini on behalf of the Italian govern- 
ment. 

* ' s ou quote in your note another part 
of the Marquis Kudini's telegram of 
April in these words: 'Meanwhile his 
maiestv s government takes note of the 
declaration whereby the Federal gov- 
ernment recognizes that an indem ity is 
due to ti e families of the vie tuns in 
virtue of the treaty hi force between tin- 
two countries.' 

"If tiie Mar, uis Rudini will carefully 
examine my note of April 1 he will 
discover that 1 .lid not 'recognize that 
an indemnity is due to the families of 
the victims in v irtue of the treaty in 
force between the two countries.' 

"W hat ldid tay was in answer to 
Baron Favas assertion that the United 
States government refused to take this 
dt man! for indemnity into considera- 
tion. I quote my reply: 'The United 
States, so far from refusing, has dis- 
tinctly recognized the principle of in- 
demnity to those Italian Bubje t~ who 
inayhate been wronged by a violation 
of the rights secure t to them under the 
treaty with the United States concluded 
Feb. 36, 1871.' 

"The Marquis de Rudini may be as- 
sured that the United States would re- 
compense every Italian sr.bject who 
might 'be wronged by a viol** ion of a 



treaty to which the faith of tl e United 
States is pledged, but this assurance 
leaves unsettled the important ue-dion 
whe her the treaty has been violated. 
I pon th s point the president, with 
sutlicient facts plac d I e o e him. has 
taken full time for decision.

"i ni when pressed by the Spanish 
minister to afford indemnity to Spanish 
subjects inunred by the mob in commun 
with American citizens. Mr. Webster 
declined to aooade to t ; ie demand, and 
gave hi- reasons, as follows: -this gov- 
ernment supposes that the rights of the 
Spanish consul, a public officer residing 
here under the p ro te ction of the I nited 
States government, are quite different 
from those ot the .-panish subjects who 
have come into the country to mingle 
with our own citizen- and he e to pur- 
sue their pri\ ate busines- and object . 
The former may claim special indemnity : 
the latter are entitled to such protection 
as is afforded to our own citi-.ens. 
\> hiie, therefi re, the losses of individ- 
uals, private Spanish subjects, are 
greatly to be regretted, yet it is under- 
stood that many American citizens suf- 
fered e ,ual losses frcm the same cause: 
and these private individuals, subjects 
of her t atholic ma ;e ty. coming volun- 
tarily to resi e in the United e tates have 
certainly no cau.-e of complaint, if they 
are protected by the same law s and the 
same a ministration of law. as native 
born citizens of this country. They 
have, in fact, some advantage over citi- 
zens of the state in which tney happen 
to be. inasmuch as they are enabled, un- 
til they become citi/.ens themselves, to 
prosecu'e for any in uries done to their 
persons or property, in the c >urts of the 
United States, or the state courts at 
their election.' 

".t is proper, however, to add that 
two years after Mr, Wnbster wrote the 
foregoing note, congress, in recognition 
of certain magnanimous conduct on the 
part of the C^ueen of Spain in pardons 
bestowed on Americans who hau unjus- 
tifiably invaded the island of Cuba, 
enacted a joint resolution, approved by 
President Fillmore March 5, 1 8.1)8, the 
last day of his term, indemnifying the 
Spanish consul and other Spanish sub- 
jects for the losses sustained in the New 
Orleans mob of 1861. The considera- 
tions upon which this resolution was* 
passed weie held not to contravene the 
original position of Mr. Webster, shared 
also b President Fillmore. 

"The right to judicial remedy which 
Mr. Welister assured to the Spanish 
subjects is likewise assured to the Ital- 
ian subjects. The right is specially 
guaranteed in the second section of the 
third article of the constitution. And, 
as Mr. Webster points out, the resident 
alien has a privilege which is denied to 
the citizens. The widows and children 
of the citizeus who lost their lives by 
mob vio ence. may Btie the leaders and 
memliers of the mob only in courts of 
the state of Louisiana: while the 
Widows and children of the Italian sub- 
jects who suffered death, have the right 
to sue each member of the mob. not 
only in the state courts, but before the 
Federal tribunals for tne district of 
Louisiana. 

•Provision is made in the revised 
civil code of Louisiana for redress -of 
such grievances as the widows and chil- 
dren of the victims may plead. 1 qoote: 
'Article -:b4. Every act whatever of 
man that causes damage to another, 
obliges him by whose fault it happened 
to repair it: the right of this action shall 
survive, in case of death, in fa. or of the 
minor children and widow of the de- 
ceased, or either of them, and in default 
of these in favor of the surviving father 
or mother, or either of them, for the 
spa<* of one year from the death." 

" 'Article 2318. Lvery person is re- 
sponsible for the damage he occasions, 
not merely by his act, but by his negli- 
gence, his imprudence, or his want of 

" 'Article 2824. He who causes an- 
other person to do an unlawful act, or 
assist or eucourages in the commi-sion 
of it. is answerable in solido with that 
person for the damage caused by such 
act' 

"The government of the United 
States would feeljustified in resting on 
the argument and conclusion of Mr. 
W ebster if the mob o March U. l*yi, 
did not in_someof ^.characteristics

The foreign resident must be content n 
such cases to share the same re tress 
that is offered by the law to the ctti ens 
and has no ins! cause of complaint, or 
ri ht to ask the interposition of his 
country, if th ■ courts are equally o; en 
to him for th r« ress of his in.urJes. 

"The treaty in the first, second, third, 
anil notably in the twenty-third articles, 
cleariy limits the rights guaranteed to 
the citizens of the contracting powers in 
the territory • f eac h to e jual treatment 
and to free access to the courts of 
justice. l'oreign residents are not 
made a favored cla s It i not believed 
that Italy wo Id desire a more stringent 
construction of her duty under the 
treaty. W T here the injury inflicted upon 
a foreign resident is not the act ot the 
government, or of its officers, but of an 
individual or of a mob. it is believed 
that no claim for indemnity cau itistly 
be made unless it shall be made to ap- 
pear that the public authorities charged 
with the peace of the commun ty have 
connived at the unlaw' ul act, or having 
timely notice of the threatened danger, 
have been guilty of such gross negli- 
gence in taking necessary precautions 
as to amount to connivance. 

"If, therefore, it should appear that 
among those killed by the mob at New 
Orleans there were some Italian subjects 
who wore resident or domiciled in that 
city, agreeably to ou. treaty with Italy, 
and not in violation of our immigration 
laws, and who were abiding in the peace 
of the United States and obeying the 
laws thereof and of thu state of Louis- 
ana, and that the public officers charged 
with the dnty of protecting life and 
property in that city connived at the 
work of the mob. or u;>. u proper notice 
or information of t e threatened danger, 
failed to take any steps for the preserva- 
tion of the public peace, and afterwards 
to bring the guilty to trial, the presi- 
dent would, nnder such circumstances, 
feel that a case wase tablished that should 
be submitted to the consideration of 
congress with a view to the relef of the 
Italian subjects who hud lost their lives 
by lawless violence.

Lives Lost at a Fire. 

LONDON', April 16. — A fire resulting in 
the loss of fhe liven occurred at a house 
in the high road, Knights bridge, nearly 
opposite the Kuightsbridge barracks, 
vesteiday. In spite of the etlorts of the 
fire department, assisted by soldiers 
from the barracks, five persons 
burned to death before the riauiei 
under control.

The Oldest Family. 

In matter of antiquity Mohammed 
must yield precedence to the Chinese phil- 
osopher, ConfuciuB, who died 479 years 
before the Christian era. There is c» 
known race that can boast of an antiquit/ 
like his. On the occasion of the death of 
the Chinese statesman, known in Europe 
and America as the Marquis Tsang, we 
learned that his title ot noblility was 
due, not to any connection with Con- 
fucius himself, hut to his descent from 
one of the four chief disciples of the 
great teacher. 

There are, however, very numerous 
living descendants of Confucius; and al- 
though he has been dead 2,370 years, 
superior rank is conceded to them in 
China solely from their relationship to 
him. Moreover, when Confucius was 
born, 550 B. C, his family was already 
among the most ancient of the empire, 
and had a recorded history of more than 
three centuries. Tradition goes still 
further back, extending the probable 
duration of the family to little less than 
8.000 years.— Chicago Times.

Vespuclus' Descendant. 

It is rather remarkable that so many 
men identified with the early history of 
this continent should have living de- 
scendants. Many of us remember the 
lady who visited New York some years 
ago who claimed descent from Americus 
Vespucius, and had a couviction on her 
mind that the Congress of the United 
States ought to bestow some kind of 
pecuniary recognition on the name. 
Congress was not in a pensioning frame 
of mind and she returned home no richer 
than she came. 

Her visit, however, led to a close in- 
vestigation of the career of her ances- 
tor, which resulted in the discovery that 
the word America originated in a name 
given by the natives to a portion of the 
coast which he visited. Nevertheless 
the lady is believed to have been lineally 
descended from Americus Vespucius, or 
rather the person whose name was Lat- 
inized into that form.— Chicago Time*.

VISIT TO LOOKOUT MOUNTAIN.

At the depot at Chattanooga repre- 
sentatives of the chamber of commerce 
and public odditis met the | resident 
and escorted him and his party in 
carriages to the foot of Lookout moun- 
tain, where cars were taken for the 
summit. At the Lookout inn, the pres 
ideut pointed out to Mrs. Harrison 
spot where he was encamped at

time during the war, 

From the mountain the party was 
driven about the city, which waa pr 
fuse'.y decorated with bunting. The 
streets were crowded with enthusiastic 
citizens, and all the gchool children in 
the city stood iu front of their respec' 
tive schools and waved nags and 6hout 
ed as the presidential party drove by, 
The military companies of the city al>o 
paraded. The drive ended at a tern 
porary platform, about which an im- 
mense assemblage was packed. Herf 
the president was introduced to the 
crowd by ex-Congressman Evans in a 
brief si<eech. The preside.it made a 
short address, at many points of which 
he was enthusiastically che-rud. 

After the president had concluded his 
speech, PostmasttT General V\ anainakt r 
made a short address After he had 
spoken the president held a Bhc >rt recep 
t ion and men, women and children, pay 
ing little heed to the cordon of police 
and militia, crowded forward to get a 
chance to grasp the president a hand 
The party then proceeded to the depot 
where the president held another recep- 
tion from the platform of the observa- 
tion. 1 he ^rowd burst into wild en- 
thusiasm. wTiich the president acknowl 
edged by bowing and smiling until the 
crowd was left behind^ 

Atlanta, April 10.— The pleasure of 
the trip of the presidential party from 
Chattanooga, was somewhat marred by 
the receipt of a diejiatch from Private 
Secretary Halford. announcing Mrs. 
Halford b death. When iniormed just 
after the train left Chattanooga that 
Mrs. Halford was dead, the president 
expressed sincere sorrow a d immedi- 
ately dispatched a messa- e of condo- 
lence to Mr. Ha.ford. 

The track of t e Western and Atlanta 
railroad over whic h the train proceeded 
to Atlanta marked the line of the route 
taken by Gen. Slierman on his famous 
march to the sea. The presiden. and 
Marshal Kansdell sat in the observation 
ear most of the journey and entertained 
other members of the party with an 
account of the battles in which they had 
participated, while the former was col- 
onel of, and the latter in the ranks of 
the Seventieth Indiana regiment. 

At Ringgold a salute of twenty-six 
guns was fared by the Ringgold Rifles, 
also at Tunnel Hill and Dallon. 

Reraca proved the most interesting to 
the president of all places along the 
line of the road It was here that 
Marshal Ransdell lost his arm while t he 
Seventieth Indiana and a number or 
other regiments charged the Confed- 
erate iutren' hments onder command of 
Col. Harrison, who was one of the fi st 
over the breastworks. The president 
pointed out Confederate positions, and 
talked reminiscently of the battle. 

At Kingston and Cartersville the 
president made brief speeches. 

Marietta was the only other stop 
made before reaching Atlanta except 
Alatoona gap, b. tween Cartersville and 
Marietta, where (ien. Sherman signalled 
from Kennesaw mountains, near Mari- 
etta, to (ien. John Corz. "Hold the fort 
till hell freezes over." 

As the train approached the vi- 
cinity of Atanta steam whistles 
from factories and cheers from crowds 
along the waysideshowed that Atlanta s 
recept on was to be a cordial one. 

In the vicinity of the dej ot an im- 
mense concourse had assembled; fences, 
railroad cars, telegraph poles and all 
manner <>f structures being used by 
those anxious to get a view of the pres- 
ident. Cheering for half an hour was 
incessant, and as the train moved along 
crowds of peopl >■ die. re i lustily, closed 
in after the tiain and followed ruiiuin.; 
In its wake. The streets in the busiue.-a 
portion of tha city were fairly jammed 
with peop e, who gave their lungs full 
vent. 

As the train came to a standstill. Gov- 
ernor Northen. who had sent Col. West, 
of his stall, to meet the pre ideut at 
Marietta, came on the platform, and 
grasping the president's hand, said: 
"Mr. President. 1 welcome you to 
Georgia, and I um sure you will find us 
loyal and hospitable." 

The president s party and local com- 
mittee 'took carriages after leaving the 
train and passed tnrough a line of G. A. 
R. men and a committee of Confederate 
veterans, and procee led in a procession 
through the principal streets to Peach 
Tree Creek battlefield on the outskirts of 
the city, where Col. Harrison command- 
ed the Seventieth Indiana during the 
great fight there. A number of h .uses 
on the streets along which the president 
passed were decorated with bunting. At 
the battlefield the party went on foot 
over a part of at, but did not go far 
emough to see the position occupied by 
the president's regiment.

Hie* <>r CoaeamstttoiV 

Washington, April 16. — Mrs. Mary 
Frances Halford, wile of E. W. Halford, 
private secretary to President H irrison, 
died shortly before H o'clock Wednesday 
morning at her apattine.its at the Else 
mere, in this city. Mrs. Halford has 
been an invalid for the past two years, 
suffering from a complication of disor- 
ders, which finally' culminated in oon 
sumption, which was tho immediate 
cause of her death. 

Mrs. Halford returned only ten days 
ago from southern (ieorgia, where she 
had been for several months in a vain 
search of health. Her hushaud and 
their only child- a daughter — ieanett 
with some friends in the hotel, were 
with her in the last hours.
